MEETING WITH YASSER ARAFAT 


On Friday, September 2, 
Men too Icaugescu, General Se- 
cretary of (he RCr, President 
o/ Romania, met Yasser Arafat, 
Chairman or tbe Executive 
Com mi dec of the Palestine Li- 
beration Organization, who 
paid a visit to Ho mania. 

During the Interview views 
were exchanged at length on 
the latest developments In the 
Middle East, on the modalities 
of solving the situation In the 
region, of achieving a lasting 
and Just peace in that part 01 ’ 
the world. 

The Chairman of the FLO 
Executive Committee Informed 
about the new dements that 
had cropped up In the evolution 
Of the Middle East situation, 
about the steps taken by the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion with a view to settling iho 
existing complex problems and 
establishing peace In the ares. 

Reiterating tlio Romanian 
people's ilo terra I nation lo furt- 
her a upper t the Palestinian peo- 
ple's fight for tho attainment of 
lls legitimate aspirations, Pre- 
sident Nlcolae Cenuaeacu stress- 
ed on this occasion too the need 
for new initiatives and actions 
meant to contribute lo the plias- 
cd-out political, negotiated set- 
tlement of tho Middle East pro- 
blems, to Iho establishment of 
a comprehensive. Just aud last- 
ing pence on the basis of Isra- 
el's withdrawal from the Arab 
territories occupied In the wako 
of the IfiHT war, the resolution 
of the Palestinian people's pro- 
blems through the recognition 
of ELs right to self -deter ml na- 
tion — to un Independent Pa- 
lestinian slate Included — - (be 


guaranteeing ol the Integrity, 
sovereignty and security of all 
(he stales In the region. 

The RCF General Secretary 
and the Chairman of the FLO 
Execulive Committee assessed 
that under the current circum- 
stances efforts should bo stepp- 
ed up to organize, as soon as 
possible, an International confe- 
rence under tho U.N. aegis, on 
the Middle East Issues to be 
attended by all the sides con- 
cerned, including the FLO — 
the sole and legitimate repre- 
sentative of the Palestinian peo- 
ple — Israel, as well as the per- 
manent members of the Secu- 
rity Counoil. 

During the talks Yasser Ara- 
fat warmly thanked President 
Nlenlao Ceaugesou for the per- 
manent support Romania, the 
Party General Secretary and 


President or the Republic per- 
sonally grant io the just cause 
of the Palestinian people, tu a 
constructive seitlcnienf of the 
Middle East Questions aud the 
establishment of a lasting pea- 
ce In that region. 

At the end of the talks the 
two leaders assessed thnir pro- 
ductive character as they fall 
within (he framework of the 
fine ties existing between the 
RCF and Romania and the Pa- 
lestine Liberation Organization, 
between the Romanian and Pa- 
lestinian peoples — aud expres- 
sed their belief that the present 
meeting would contribute to the 
further growth of • bilateral 
links, to mutual Interest, In the 
Interest of security, understand- 
ing and poaee In that region 
and worldwide. 

The talks passed In a cordial 
atmosphere or warm friendship 
and mutual understanding. 


FOREIGN MINISTER OF MAURITANIA 


On Friday, September 2, 
Nicolas Ceaugescu, President of

The ruiiirc Lovrin Is not only n 
dream of architects. Tho town 
docs exist in Ms essential ren- 
in res on Ihe smlc of one lo one. 

Naturally, archil nets were 

helped by the fact that streets 
hud been luld out with geome- 
trical rigour ns early ns the 18th 
century. The frontage of (lie 
houses Is still strong giving ihe 
impression of an old borough. 
The few big buildings raised 
over the last years have adopt- 
ed nn elegant and discreet ar- 
chitectural design, perfectly hi- 
tegrnted with thu period geo- 
metry of facades and roofs. 

"You see, everything has been 
knitted well, naturally, from one 
year to another" says I'elre Ml- 
lltfirniu, mayor of Lovrin, who 
knows ovory house and backy- 
ard, every field and who can 
find a different kind of appro- 
ach to eaoh man In order to 
make friends with him. "Now, 
If we want to make our village 
a town, wo must do It oarofully, 
without hurry. We want to In- 
crease the commune’s dowry of 
buildings, facilities or all kinds, 
and we who live bore find If 
only natural”. 

The 4-km-long road to Golt- 
lob Is lined by apple 4reeg With' 

. branches full of fruit, "Never 
bpve we bad >uob a large yield, 
of fruits" says (bo mayor, lett- 
ing the enr slip by Itself through 
(ho red fruit bearing trees. "All 


you can sec la our commune 
mirrors exactly what wo have 
thought It to be Uko and what 
wo have done, A few years agn 
drillings discovered a source of 
hot water. When It is captured, 
Its warmth reaches 80 C. First 
we captured It far tho swim- 
ming pool. Then we learn- 
ed Mint we could uso it to heat 
our dwellings. Wo ordvred the 
design of a station using goo- 
1 hernial water as heat carrier. 
Ill ease it Is not warm enough, 
water cun lin hented still more. 
Now wo have cheap running 
wnler and central healing for 
dwellings, shopping centres, 
schools, workshops, a.s.o." 

In the eulni autumn light, Lo- 
vrin was (inlet and bonutirul. 
There wero few people In tho 
street. Only groups of ehlldron 
wero hoard beyond the trees' 
green curtain. 

Each house has Its own gar- 
don. Not only beyond fences 
but In front of tho bouses, in 
the slroct. Almost without ex- 
ception, n house means a fami- 
ly. Lovrln's villages have a va- 
luable housing stock still cor- 
responding to the exigencies of 
ihe modern habitot. Those who 
built new houses after the ap- 
pearance of the Law for terri- 
tory and locality planning In 
1874, observed Its provisions 
concerning the construction 
area and the height of at least 
two stories. The new dwellings 
built from the people's funds 
usually are elegantly and func- 
tionally drawn duplex houses. 
Certainly a lot was built from 
state funds also. Especially for 
■peolallslt wofkln* In the oora- 
muuo. Architectural solutions 


wero In this ease, carefully se- 
lected, ■ The first 13-aparfraenl 
building was finished m 1874.

like drinking water, sewerage, 
heating and waste water treat- 
ment. 

In 1081 a recreation and bal- 
neal treatment base, staffed hy 
physiol ana was opened. An 
automatic exchange will bo In- 
stalled thin year. 

For the school-going popu- 
lation, that Is for tho 1,400 stu- 
dents there are five general 
schools with 57 classrooms, se- 
ven labs and three small Indus- 
trial workshops In the commu- 
ne. Another -100 prc-scliool chil- 
dren are include rl in tho three 
kindergartens. The rouinuine'M 
FtiMural dowry consists of Fuur 
Imiuscs of culture, four cinema 
theatres, (one nf them scaling 
Gflli), a picture gallery, two ex- 
hibition rnnms, a public library, 
n youth chib with Us own «lls- 
collieuuo wiul a "Feinlna" room, 
The Lnvriu clnet'luh has made 
three tlliiis until now, while Ihe 
students' raitlnchih with the In- 
dicator YO 2 K.7K has esta- 
blished connections even In 
South America. Two football 
stadiums, tennis courts und 
handball fields offer other pos- 
sibilities , to Spend tho lei- 
sure. The "Unlrca" Tuuinnlic 
footbull team activates In the 
national C football division. 

These arc data completing Ihe 
picture of this locality In full 
development. Certainly, a villa- 
ge does not become a town In- 
stantly. Ii Is a natural long tast- 
ing process, and Lovrin already 
has a ctvlo centra with Its own 
architectural personality and an 
autbenllo citizen Interest. 

"Modernization, this major 
question for the future of eaoh 
locality has been a constant of 
Romania's building policy", told 
us eng. Teodor Cloraocosr tech- 
nical director of IPROMIT — 
Tlmlgoara Design Institute. Es- 
pecially In the last twenty 
years this mailer has been con- 
sistently observed. Today's Ima- 
ge of Tlmls county's towns and 
communos confirms this fact. 

Modernization Is not n new 
question In (he ease of localities 
Included In Lovrin commune.

The 
JO-km third mulnlinr Is In a forward 
stage of roniplrilon, unit Is exported (o 
be p}il Into service Iii the second half of 
next year. 


Tho new, complex mainline plays tho 
1 role or a half-belt, having technological 
and service links with the first mainline 
-(tho North Station and Dristor stations) 
and with (he second mainline the atailon 
in Vfctoriel Square). In total, the new 
thoroughfare lias six stations along tho
